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An  enduring  contribution  to  the  region,  the  nation  and  the  world  in 
the  cause  of  human  understanding  and  enlightenment  is  the  basic  objective  of 
the  United  States  Pavilion  for  the  "Freedom  75"  Fair  in  Boston.  This  objec- 
tive will  be  accomplished  by  the  construction  of  a  capital  facility  vhich  will 
serve  as  a  major  exhibition  building  during  the  Fair,  and  also  continue  to 
serve  for  long  after  as  an  International  Center  for  Scientific  and  Technologi- 
cal Exchange. 

The  Center  will  draw  upon  the  recognized  educational,  medical,  scien- 
tific and  technical  resources  of  the  Metropolitan  Boston  area  to  serve  as  the 
nucleus  of  the  Institute.  In  turn,  scholars,  students,  administrators  and 
scientists  from  across  the  vorld  will  come  to  Boston  to  attend  and  to  give 
courses,  seminars  and  lectures  in  advanced  areas  of  knowledge  in  the  fields  of 
science,  education  and  technology. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  the  provision  of  a  pavilion  which  will  func- 
tion both  as  an  exhibition  hall  and  later  as  a  Center  for  International  Exchange 
will  present  a  difficult  design  problem.  However,  it  is  to  be  anticipated  that 
this  challenge  will  be  met. 

BACKGROUND 

Massachusetts  has  89  accepted  institutions  of  higher  education,  hS.  of 
which  grant  Master's  or  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degrees.  The  highest  concentra- 
tion of  these  institutions  is  in  the  Boston  area.  Many  of  these  universities 
have  earned  international,  as  well  as  national  recognition,  for  their  contri- 
butions to  knowledge. 
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In  addition,  according  to  the  1964  National  Register  of  Scientific 
and  Technical  Personnel  published  hy  the  Nat'l  Science  Foundation,  over  7,230 
scientists  and  technicians  were  employed  in  the  Boston  metropolitan  area, 
3,14-66  of  whom  were  directly  involved  in  applied  or  basic  research. 

The  Boston  area  has  a  strong  research-centered  educational  base  which 
includes  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Harvard  University  and 
other  universities  which  have  consistently  been  recognized  as  important  con- 
tributors. 

All  of  these  institutions,  plus  a  new  community  college,  system,  have 
been  expanding  their  facilities  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  higher  educa- 
tion. It  is  not  anticipated  that  the  United  States  Pavilion  would  eventually 
serve  as  either  a  new  university  or  as  an  extension  of  an  existing  university 
or  college.  Rather,  the  pavilion  will  serve  a  new  educational  need  which  arises 
out  of  the  scientific  age. 

INSTITUTE  FOR  INTERNATIONAL  EXCHANGE  -  DEFINING  THE  NEED 

Rapid  change  in  theory  and  practice  in  science,  technology  and  medicine 
during  recent  decades  has  accentuated  the  need  for  making  accessible  to  scien- 
tists  in  these  ^iied*.  the  findings  of  the  research-oriented  institutions  of  the 
Boston  area.  With  the  continued  investment  in  Research  and  Development  by 
public  and  private  sources,  the  rate  of  increase  in  basic  knowledge  should  ac- 
celerate and  thus  intensify  the  need  for  a  facility  which  can  serve  as  a  clear- 
ing house  for  scientific  information.  Although  this  will  be  a  major  function 
of  the  Center,  it  will  not  be  its  only  responsibility  to  the  world-wide  scienti- 
fic community.  Since  research  breeds  controversy,  the  facilities  of  the  Center 
can  be  effectively  utilized  for  lectures,  conferences  and  seminars  on  topics 
on  the  frontiers  of  human  knowledge. 
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An  integral  part  of  the  Center  will  be  a  program  which 
addresses  itself  to  the  problem  of  translating  the  results  of 
educational,  cultural  and  scientific  inquiry  into  technical  reality. 
The  Boston  area  is  well  suited  to  perform  this  task.   The  economic 
base  of  the  community  has  benefited  substantially  from  the  growth 
of  firms  which  produce  and  market  the  products  of  space  age  research, 
in  an  increasingly  international  realm.  The  plans,  offices  and  lab- 
oratories which  dot  the  urban  and  suburban  landscape  of  Greater  Boston 
are  ample  evidence  of  the  relation  between  research  and  industry. 
It  is,  therefore,  proposed  that  the  Freedom  75   Pavilion  also  be  con- 
cerned with  the  tasks  of  providing  the  facilities  to  demonstrate,  to 
inform  and  to  discuss  with  technicians,  administrators,  and  business- 
men from  the  rest  of  the  world  the  products  of  American  industrial 
technology. 

Leaders  in  different  disciplines  could  be  invited  to  this  country 
for  seminars.  The  seminars  would  be  held  with  technological  electronic 
ties  in  to  other  seminar  rooms  held  all  over  the  world. 

Of  particular  relevance  would  be  technological  breakthroughs  in: 

1.  medical  and  surgical  techniques, 

2.  communication, 

3.  education, 

h.     electronics  (including  computers  or  their  1975- equivalent) . 

Programs  would  be  developed  in  overseas  seminars  for  individuals 
or  families  who  are  to  be  transferred  overseas  for  a  period  of  time, 
either  with  corporations  or  with  U.  S.  Government. 

Similarly,  the  Center  can  become  the  focus  for  the  display  of 
the  fruits  of  foreign  technology. 

Finally,  the  Center  when  achieved  will  serve  to  strengthen  the 

bonds  of  friendship  between  nations,  since  it  will  be  based  on  mutual 

interna  t-lonal  cooperation  it  will  i-'oster  the  goal  oi'  -world  ^peace . 
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The  number  of  students  attending  this  might  be  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  300  to  *+00  students  for  two  week  programs,  and  perhaps  an  equal 
number  for  1  day  seminars. 

While  Boston  does  not  claim  to  be  the  only  community  which  could 
perform  this  vital  task,  the  City  does  recognize  that  its  resources  are 
particularly  suited  for  the  attainment  of  this  objective. 
FOR  THE  BICENTENNIAL  WORLD  EXHIBITION  -197? 

The  physical  plant  would  be  built  by  the  U.  S.  Government  as  the 
Pavilion  of  the  U.  S.  Government.  Secondary  buildings  might  cluster 
around  this  central  building;  for  instance,  an  advanced  teaching  school 
that  would  be  constructed  by  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  which  would  demonstrate  teaching  methods,  teaching  machines  and 
exchange  of  data  from  one  end  of  the  country  (or  the  world)  to  another. 

Another  building  which  might  be  built  around  this  nucleus  would 
be  built  by  the  local  industries  themselves  who  have  a  strong  market  in 
educational  acitivities,  such  as  Raytheon,  Polaroid,  Bolt-Berenek,  RCA 
and  GE.  They  would  cooperate  to  construct  a  permanent  pavilion  which 
might  have  the  latest  in  teaching  methods. 

(This  might  be  called  "Teaching  Technology  Center"  and  would, 
over  the  period  of  years  after  the  Fairy  serve  as  a  focal  point  for 
all  the  latest  technical  gadgets  in  teaching  machines,  and  would  thus 
reinforce  Boston's  role  as  a  world  wide  market  for  developing  and  using 
such  machines.) 
MECHANISM  FOR  FINANCING  THE  INSTITUTE  AFTER  THE  FAIR 

The  institute  could  function  as  for  example,  WGBH,  a  broadcasting 
council  made  up  of  members  of  all  the  universities,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  symphony  orchestras.  The  money  from  WGBH  comes  from  institutions, 
foundations,  and  the  public  at  large. 

The  Institute  for  Continuing  Education  might  be  represented  in 
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such  a  council  with  the  addition  of  the  larger  industries  who  are 
interested  in  education  such  as  Polaroid,  Raytheon,  RCA,  GE,  etc.
